NOT  BPCE 

Hon.  J.  W.  Jones  Announces 
Deficit  Due  to  Revenue 
Collapse 


WE8T  VANCOUVER,  Feb.  10.— It 
will  be  Impossible  for  the  ftoivlnoe 
to  balance  Its  budget  this  year,  said 
Hon.  J.  W.  Jones,*  Minister  of 
Finance,  addressing  the  local  Con- 
servative Assoelatton  here  tonight. 
He  gave  no  indleatlon  of  what  defi- 
cit there  would  be,  and  hinted  at 
a  probable  increase  in  taxation.  Mr. 
Jones  said  he  hoped  to  alter  the 
1  per  cent  income  tax  to  make  It 
more  equitable. 

A  year  ago.  the  Finance  Minister 
said,  he  had  declared  Ms  determi- 
nation that  a  long  era  of  deficits 
must  cease,  but  he  had  no  Idea 
then  of  the  ooUapss  In  revenue  that 
was  to  oeour. 

Between  1871  and  1931.  Mr  Jones 
declared  there  had  been  only  ten 
years  In  which  the  Province  had 
completed  Its  financial  year  with  a 
surplus. 

FOr  fVfty-one  years  British  Co- 
lumbia had  been  rolling  up  deficits, 
and  it  was  do  wonder  that  it  was 
staggering  today  under  such  a  load. 

When  the  Tolmle  Government 
came  Into  office  It  came  Into  a 
legacy  of  $117,000,000  of  debt,  the 
Minister  explained.  The  Province 
had  been  hlttinK  the  high  spots. 
He  laid  the  blame  on  all  Govern- 
ments and  also  on  the  people.  The 
Governments  had  Iseen  eanrled 
away  with  undue  optimism  and  the 
people  had  been  too  UvlSh  In  their 
demands.

ILLNESS  HAS 
FATAL  FINISH 


Edgar  Wallace,  Most  Prolific 
Writer  of  Day,  Succumbs 
to  Pneumonia 


BEVERLY  HILLS.  Calif ,  Feb.  10 
'AP).— Edgar  Wallace  died  today, 
leaving  behind  more  books,  plays 
and  short  stories  than  any  half- 
doeen  men  of  his  generation.  A  vic- 
tim at  pneumonia  at  fifty-six.  he 
had  written  more  than  iso  books 
(he  could  not  recall  the  exact  num- 
ber), between  1,300  and  1,400  Short 
stories  and  twenty  plays. 

When  death  came  to  the  famous 
British  writer  of  mystery  tales  he 
had  been  sick  only  three  days,  an 
attack  of  Influensa  Sunday  develop- 
ing Into  double  pneumonia  on  Mon- 
day. He  died  In  a  coma  early  this 
morning  Jioon  after  his  wife  had  left 
London  for  his  bedside. 

n^e  most  prolific  writer  of  his 
time  came  to  Hollywood  last  De- 
cember and  soon  amased  the  motion 
picture  colony  by  the  speed  with 
which  he  turned  out  plota  for  the 
screen. 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to 
wlvcUier,  perhaps,  death,  had  been 
hastened  by  overwork,  f>r.  E.  O. 
Flnshbaugh,  his  physician,  said  such 
was  not  the  case. 

"On  the  contrary,"  said  the  physl- 
cian<  "he  had  not  worked  so  hard 
hero  ss  wss  his  custom.  They  <the 
motion  picture  folk)  couldn  t  keep 
up  with  him."

Pa.vv>iiKri,s  aLx.Kni  .sleam* 
ers  from  Japan  that  docked  Shang« 
hai  late  Wednesday,  said  they  had 
pssaed  a  dosen  Japanese  troop 
ships.  Neutral  sources  here  re« 
oelved  a  code  message  from  Japan 
aaylng  two  anfiy  divisions,  about 
ao,000  men.  had  embarked  for  the 
front. 

DRAINING  TRENCHES

Payments  were  to  be  made  from 
the  Federal  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment on  receipt  by '  Ottawa  of 
certlfleatea  (tf  expenditure  for  each 
apaelfte  project,  but  there  was  oon- 
sldaraUa  drtay  on  the  part  of  the 
Provinoa  la  forwarding  these  eertlfl- 
cates  and,  aa  the  Province  was  in 
need  of  funds  to  finance  both  pro- 
vincial and  niuiii(lp;il  op(M:itlon.s, 
advance  paymenLs  and  loaas  t^ital- 
Ing  $2,300,000  were  made  by  Ottawa, 
ADDITIONAL  FUNDS  BEADY 
Provision  has  been  made  by  the 
Federal  Oowmment  to  send  an  ad- 
ditional $225,000  on  Monday  next, 
in  connection  with  provincial  works. 

Under  the  Dominion  and  Provin- 
cial agreement,  municipal  works  in 
British  Columbia  have  been  ap- 
proved In  the  sum  oi  $:!,74;),746  and. 
naturally,  the  Department  of  Labor 
has  been  awaiting  the  receipt  of 
schedules  and  certificates  of  ex- 
penditure, but  up  to  thla  date  oer- 
tlflcataa  amwrntlng  to  only  $aM.000 
have  been  reeelved  at  Ottawa. 

The  Federal  representative  at 
Vancouver  has  informed  the  depart- 
ment that  he  expects  to  receive 
.shortly  certificates  of  expenditure 
on  account  of  provincial  works 
amounting  to  about  $1,000,000  and, 
when  these  accounts  are  received 
and  checked  at  Ottawa,  tha  PvotIb- 
ciai  GowDBWBi  will  ba  credited 
with  the  amount  of  thasa  agataat 
advanoss  already  made. 

By  the  original  agreement,  the 
terms  were  that  all  payments  by  the 
Federal  Govemment  .should  be  made 
as  and  when  Victoria  submitted 
vouchers  and  oertlf)oataa  «C  si^an- 
dltures. 

DISTANCE  FACTOB 
One  difficulty  has  arisen  between 
the  Federal  Govemment  and  the 
Provlnoe  of  Brltlah  Oohunbla  which, 
ta  tha  oplnloa  of  this  Govenunent. 
Is  not  Insuperable,  and  that  is,  the 
Provlnoe  has  apparently  been  un- 
able to  forward  its  vouchers  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  agreement 
promptly  enough  to  enable  it  to 
properly  carry  out  its  financial  ob- 
iigAtton.s  to  the  iBrHittfipallflas  and 
to  the  banks.

'  Many  reMona,  including  Uxat  ol  miliUrlstlc 
wnbltlon.  have  been  put  forward  to  aeooant  for 
Japdn's  incursion  Into  ShanKh:ii  The  (reneral 
impression  \b  that  It  U  to  put  an  end  to  the 
Chinese  boycott  of  Japanese  good*  that  atren- 
uoua  measures  are  bolng  taken.  TYtM  reaaon 
glvon  lay  Japan  herself  la  the  official  atatement 
SiMd  on  Febmary  T.  la  that  tbe  oxpaditkm  to 
(ff|f,«ll(hfct  ]■  to  oiii'oirf  the  protection  ol  Jap- 
anese national.s  and  their  property. 

Japan  blames  China  for  "frequent  Infrlnge- 
inanta  of  our  rights  and  interests,"  and  for 
"nurlous  acts  of  violence  towards  Japaneie  resl- 
dtnti."  The  claim  is  that  there  hare  been  "out- 
maa  and  insult*"  perpetrated  at  Tsingtao,  Foo- 
Cbov,  Canton.  Amoy,  and  elsewhere.  On  Jan- 
tiarj  9,  The  Mlnkuo  Dally  News  publlahad  an  ar- 
tlQlt  which  Japan  claima  was  "insulting  to  our 
Imperial  House."  On  January  18  a  party  of  Jap- 
anese prlesta  and  their  companions,  live  persons 
In  an,  "wera  tubjects  of  an  unprovoked  attack  by 
Japanese  desperadoes."  Three  of  the  victims 
were  severely  wounded  and  one  was  klUad.  "The 
ahoek  of  these  events, '  says  the  official  pro- 
rouncement.  "was  sufficient  to  explode  the  long 
pent-up  lndl«natloii  feH  tiM  Japaaaaa  fosl- 
danti  In  Shanghai,  who  had  iuffered  for  many 
years  past  from  grievous  annoyances  and  had 
teontlnually  exercised  the  utmost  restraint  In  the 
face  of  laevaaatnff  Oblncas  atraettlaa  and  af- 
IronU." 

On  January  21  the  whole  case,  from  the  Jap- 
aaaaa standpoint,  was  placad  before  the  Mayor 

of  Shanghai  and  four  demands  were  made.  In- 
cluding one  lor  the  dissolution  of  anti- Japanese 
Boeletlai.  On  January  *■  the  Mayor  acceded  to 
those  demands.  In  spite  of  the  Mayor'.s  action 
the  soldiers  of  the  19th  Army,  then  conccnUated 
In  the  Tielnlty  of  Shanghai.  w«ra  displaying  signs 
of  recalcitrance  towards  the  Nanking  authorities. 
They  were  snaking  hostile  preparations,  and,  In 
tha  ayas  of  Xapan,  eraatlnt  a  new  source  of  dan- 
ger. The  ofHclal  document  says  that  many 
alarming  rumors  were  in  circulation  and  that  the 
rasMteats  *^aan  ptangad  Into  an  agony  H  Untt.- 

The  police  of  the  Chapel  district  had  taken  to 
flight.  On  January  28  the  authorities  of  the  set- 
ilamsot  proclaimed  a  state  of  slage  and  armed 
foreaa  of  the  Powers  were  ordered  out  on  duty. 
Then,  the  ofRcial  document  claims  that,  when 
Jap&nesc  marines  were  proceeding  to  their  as- 
signed sector  tn  C'hap<^,  the  Chinesp  opened  fire 
on  them  "precli|ltatlng  the  conflict  between  the 
Chlasaa  and  Ja^inasa  fereas.  af  wMeh  the  pras- 
ant  situatloh  is  the  outcome." 

Moreover,  the  Japanese  claim  that,  almost  im,' 
mediately  the  good  offices  of  the  British  and 
American  Consuls-General  were  offered  to  effect 
a  cessation  of  hostilities.  The  Japanese  were 
Willing,  and  on  January  29  had  arrlTed.  at '  an 
agreement  for  a  truce.  On  the  following  day,  the 
claim  is  made  that  the  Chinese  opened  fire  once 
more.  Desplta  this,  again  on  January  31,  It  was 
agreed  that  the  opposing  forces  should  cease 
from  all  hostile  actkm  during  the  progress  of 
negotlaUooii  for  the  establishment  of  a  neutral 
aona.  Tb»  Japanese  i  however,  that  the  Ch!- 
aM^aMUnad  the  oilensive  and  continued  the 
adPHKwm  of  troops  In  tha  neighborhood  of 
Bhaa^al.  Additional  marines  wera  than  landed.

The  death  of  Mr.  Edgar  Wallace  removes  a 
novelist  who  has  achieved  a  popularity  un- 
equalled by  any  of  his  contemporaries.  It  may 
be  doubted  if  there  was  ever  a  m  i'  prolific 
writer,  and  even  with  all  his  output  he  did  not 
work  during  more  than  half  a  year.  No  modem 
writer  ever  made  more  money.  His  earnings  were 
so  enormous  that  he  is  reputed  on  one  occasion 
to  have  made  as  much  as  $50,000  in  a  day.  He 
had  an  intuitively  spontaneous  grasp  of  how  to 
create  mysteries  out  of  fanciful  crimes.  He  was 
the  contemporary  writer  of  "thrillers"  par  excel- 
lence, who  commanded  by  far  the  greatest  of 
audiences,  and  the  royalties  on  his  works  will 
be  pouring  Into  his  estate  for  the  next  two  dec- 
ades. His  style  was  free  and  easy,  of  a  character 
that  appeals  to  tha  widest  audience.  His  place 
in  the  schema  of  human  affairs  was  one  of  value, 
for  he  succeeded  In  distracting  men's  and  women's 
minds  from  the  distressful  happenings  of  t^e  era 
during  which  he  wrote.  The  probability  is,  be- 
cause of  the  influence  he  exerted  in  this  direc- 
tion, that  he  will  be  remembered  a  little  longer 
than  most  contemporary  writers  of  his  ilk. 


Scores  of  newspapers  dealing  with  . the  pres- 
ent Disarmament  Conference  are  reiterating 
again  and  again  that  *the  whole  future  of  civi- 
lization depends  on  Its  success."  The  statement 
is  fantastically  absurd.  That  futiure  depends  on 
the  decrees  of  Providenoa.  and  fary  llttla,  tt  at 
all,  on  any  efforts  of  mankind.

With  all  the  renimclations  of  war 
as  an  Instrument  of  aggression  or 
settlement  of  wlsundtfratanfH ng.  the 
ktlens  eonUnaa  to  build  up 
mighty  navies,  greater  land  forces 
and  air  fleets.  In  1880  Russia 
doubled  her  expenditure.s  under  all 
heads  for  war;  tlie  United  States, 
author  of  many  peac«  pacts,  boast,s 
that  her  navy  will  soon  be  second 
to  none;  France  continues  to  build 
an  Impregnable  defence  system  on 
land  and  leaves  Italy  far  btfiind 
In  Uie  race  of  naval  armaments; 
Germany  foUows,  under  eevcr  of 
strategy;  Britain  Is  practically  the 
only  power  not  Increasing  the  war 
budget— the  world  total  making  tile 
1914  flRurc  look  insignificant. 

What  do  the.se  things  mean?  Tlie 
only  definite  answer  is  given  by  the 
Inspired  word  of  Ood,  the  Scrip- 
tures. The  prophet  Isaiah  divtaely 
foretells  that  ta  the  last  days  (Just 
before  the  return  of  the  Saviour) 
many  people  would  be  talking  of  a 
time  of  peace  and  disarmament 
il.vilah  11,  2  to  4).  But  it  is  well  to 
note  this  is  only  what  the  people 
(not  Jehovah)  will  ".say."  for  It  can- 
not possibly  happen  .so  lostg  aa  evil 
remains  In  this  workl. 

But  we  are  not  left  In  the  dark- 
ness as  to  the  actual  trend  of 
events,  for  we  are  told  the  Lord 
will  do  nothtnK  that  concerns  HLs 
chosen  one.s  except  it  b«  revealed 
by  His  prophets,  Amos  111.  7.  When 
"the  day  of  the  Lord  Is  near."  we 
are  told  by  the  prophet  Joel,  the 
nations,  df  the  heathen  will  be 
"wakened"  and  "prepare  for  war, ' 
becoming  "strong"  (Joel  111,  8  tO  14). 
Japan,  a  heathen  people.  Is  an  In- 
."^tance  of  this,  rising  from  obscui - 
Ity  to  the  fifth  great  power  in  a  re- 
markably short  time  China  Is 
more  slowly  "awakening,"  but  who 
ran  forecast  what  she  may  accom- 
plish by  the  present  Slno- Japanese 
conflict?   India  also  begins  to  stir. 

The  Apostle  Paul  alio  notes  this 
paradoxical  situation  when  "the 
day  of  the  Lord"  is  near,  when 
"they  shall  say  peace  and  safety: 
then  sudden  destruction  cometh 
upon  them,"  1  Thess.  v,  2,  3.  The 
prophet  John  saw  the  nations  of 
the  Ea.'^t.  and  of  the  whole  world 
preparlnK  for  the  final  conflict — 
armageddon— shcHtly  before  Christ's 
second  advent  (Revelation  xvl.  12 
to  18).  Blsewhere  we  are  Informed 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  returns  in 
the  midst  of  the  coming  cataclysm 
to  take  all  Hl.s  consecrated  follow- 
er.s  to  heaven,  to  be  with  Him  where 
He  i.s  durinK  the  much  misrepre- 
sented mill'-nnium  <1  TbeSB.  IV,  16- 
17;  John  xiv,  1  to  4). 

The  Bible  i.s  not  a  two-faced 
Janus:  It  Is  In  perfect  harmony 
throughout  that  Christ's  second  ad- 
vent will  be  premllleonial  and  the 
recreation  of  the  earth— with  aU 
the  beauty  and  splendor  the  proph- 
eta  have  deaerlbed— will  be  post- 
mlllennlal  Events  are  speedily  ac- 
compll.shlng  the  few  unfulfilled 
prophecies  which  remain.  The 
great  sign  of  ttir  '>rtvk)ur's  return,

The  country  cannot  support  more 
tiian  the  natural  Increase  of  popu- 
lation. Is  this  so?  Let  us  l^xik 
into  WhitaksK's  almanack,  1832,  for 
the  faets.  On  page  |gl,  estimated 
popuhttion,  March  SI.  IMl.  a.488,- 
707;  on  page  888,  estimated  number 
of  sheep.  December  31,  1930,  105,- 
895.894:  1930-31  wheat,  212,628,669 
bushels;  cattle,  11,302,134  What  an 
amount  of  food!  Surely  enouKh 
for  a  population  five  or  six  times 
as  large  as  Uie  present.  I  am 
forced  to  oonchide  that  Mr.  San- 
ders has  mteaiwtid  or  misunder- 
stood the  DepaiUasnt  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

Nest  he  turns  to  China  as  an  ex- 
ample of  the  evil  effects  of  over- 
population. A  high  Chinese  states- 
man recently  maintained  that  the 
trouble  was  lack  of  railways  to 
transpt>rt  the  congested  pojiulrtt loii  [ 
In  the  East  to  the  vast  empty 
spa<  es  of  the  West. 

Ifr.  Sanders  states  that  two  to 
tea  milUon  penoaa  perish  from 
faaalao  there  each  year.  If  be  thus 
beaobela  eeaNity  with' oveiproduc- 
tlon,  he  should  bracket  surplus  with 
underpopulatlon.  Now  the  world 
Is  .suffering  from  surpluses  of  every 
kind,  therefore  it  follows  the  world 
In  general  l^  suffering  from  under- 
populatlon. This  mu.st  be  clear 
even  to  the  great  De  Btephani,  who- 
ever he  is.  This  theory  of  over- 
population was  started  by  Ifalthus, 
who  pUbllShsd  ta  I'M  his  •Vssay 
on  the  Prlnolple  of  Bopulatlon." 
wherein  he  maintained  that  the 
natural  tendency  of  population  was 
to  lncrea.se  fa.ster  than  the  mean.s 
of  subKUst.ence  He  would  bf  hard 
pre.s,v<l  to  defend  hl.s  theory  in 
these  times  of  enormous  surpluses. 

My  remark  that  the  belief  hekl 
by  so  many  men.  that  where  there 
were  fewer  people  there  would  l>e 
fewer  appUeants  fSr  jobs  and  there- 
fore more  etaaaee  of  getting  one, 
was  not  true,  as  if  it  were  so  there 
would  be  better  chance  of  a  Job  In 
Victoria  than  Vancouver.  ha.s  been 
rwlsted  by  Mr  Sanders  into  the 
fantastic  statement  that  I  sugnesied 
that  If  Victoria  were  as  large  as 
Vancouver  there  would  be  Jebs  for 
all.  which  Is  absurd. 

The  only  reason  that  oaqssd  ns 
to  raise  any  criticisms  was  my  de- 
sire to  combat  the  dehasloa  held  by 
many  Canadians  that  aa  Increase 
of  population  meant  an  Increase  of 
unemployment  ThLs  belief  ha.s  In- 
fluenced the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment, d  ha.s  cau.sed  it  to  place  re- 
strictions on  immigration,  which  re- 
strictions are  hindering  the 
opment  of  Canada. 

I  admit  the  preeent  times  are  ovis 
of  Joint  and  abnonaal,  and  aome 
temporary  reetrletlon  may  be  nec- 
essary, but  In  normal  times  the 
policy  of  Canada  .should  be  the 
same  a-s  Argentina,  which  encour- 
ages imiiiiRration  but  require.s  Im- 
migrants to  produce  certificates  of 
good  conduct  and  ability  to  work.
